Somany ofthe books on China sddeolittle 
to our knowledge of the country that one 
‘almost resenta ‘the appearance of & new 
took. Dr Jack’s book, ‘however. is of 
great practical value to the geologist, the 
cartographer, the engineer, and theapeculat- 


ing capitalist aceking fresh outlet for hia 
money. Ha looks at the country with the 
trained eye of 8 acientific observer 5 aad we 
can quite conceive an interesting toxtbook 
from his pen on the geology of China. 
Throughout the yolume, there are nu- 
merous references to strata,’ outcrope, 
fodsils, mincrals, and his observations on 
gold, coal and ralt give indications of the 
richnesa of this vast undeveloped Expire. 

Dr Jack was one of a party of three 
prospecting for Bir Pritol ard Morgan, 
MLP., in the Provinces of Szechuan in 
1900, the yoar of the Boxer mnelstrém.. 
The patty was joined by Me Way, “of 
the Upper Yangtse Syn icato, and the 
book recounts their experiences in sesk- 
ing safety from the infuriated Chinese, 
‘They were camping near the city of 
Ning-yuan, when they received intelligence 
of the uprising, the elaughter of foreignera 
in tho northern and central provinces and 
the siege of tho Legations ut Poking. Oo 
tho urgent request of the British Consul at 
Chungking, they set out on the 10th of 
August for Burmn and reached Bhsmo on 
the 21st of October, without any very se- 
rious escapades but not without many in-| 
teresting experiences. 

As indicating the nature of Dr Jack's ob- 
servations, jt may be mentioned that st 
Mai tea, ii Vanna, the party saw nothing 
but foreign umbrellaa, one bearingthe name 
of ‘Dunlop and Qu., Rangoon.’ At snotber 
pees in Western Yunnan, the people used 

uttons marked *S.P. and Cu.’ and foreign 
umbrellas, one of which bore tho name of 
a Calcutta maker. At Lion-ti, 6,800 ft. 
aboye sea-level, algo in Yunnan, there were 
tracca of foreign trade. The writeras 

‘Thin is a very little village, enclosed by 
a loop-boled mud wall. An extraordinarily 
buay market was being keld in its little 
aquare, Among the objects exposed for 
gale were salt from Chow Ho, licheos from 
the south, needlos marked “Scheele and 
Co., Hongkong,” shirt buttons marked 
“ France, and Japanese safety matches.” 

Tf foreign goods can penetrate to thia re- 
mote village under present official restric- 
tiona and the conditions of transport that 
obtain, it is safe to predict that with better 
transport and better-regulated tariff condi- 
tions the foreign trade of China—at any rate 
until China could manufseture for her own 
requirements—would be enormous. 

Un the whole, the fugitives mot with very 
considerate treatment from officials and 
common people alike. In fact, the conduct 
of tho Chinese officials compares more than 
favourably with that of the British Con- 
sular stati. Some people, of course, expect 
their Consuls to do too much for them, and 
must be a never-ending nuisance to those 
sorely-tried if somewhat lethargic officials, 
but Dr Jack's party did not ask for 
much, and the three officials concerned, 
considering that lives of nationale were at 
stako, might well have acquiesced in the 
little that was asked of them. We mako 
the following extract with regard to the 
incidant 

* Considering ~ that’ we had- left cur 
Lusiness at the request. of the nesrest 
British Consul, and undertaken a long 
journey across a presumably hostile coun- 
try, it was uot too much to ask the Consul- 
General to do what lsy in his power to 
facilitate our escape. On my return to 
Shanghai, T made enquiries. Mr A. M.A. 
Evans (the agent of our Company), to 
whom I had telegraphed, informed me that 
on August 18 he had written, as yequested, 
to Consul-General Pelham Warren, and 
had: also seen Mr Warren and Consul 
Bourne, and had been assured by them 
that. everything possible would be done. 
On December 13, ho wrote te Consul. 
General Brenan, asking what action had 
been taken, and repeated the inquiry on 
January 7. ‘The answer (January §) evad- 
ed the question at isaue, and consisted of 
nanub: ‘*I do not know what sort of re- 
eaption Doctor Jack anticipated, but am 
aure that the British authoritios at Bhamo 
wore quite willing to render him as: 
asaistance of which he stood in need. 
Jt would appear as if I had asked 
for a brass band or alms! Mr Evans 
wag informed verbally (I undorstand 
by Mr Bourne) that communication hed 
been made to the authorities in Burma, and 
that it was nono of the Consul's business to 
make such a communication. I am strong- 
ly of opinion that it_ is precisely for such 

urposes that Consuls axist, and that the 
Shanghai Consulate culpably neglected a 

plain duty. In strong contrast to the 
apathy of the Consulate, to which we had 
an andoubted right to appeal, was the good 
faith with which the Chinose officials acted

Some time after he became a Swiss su:- 
ject, O'Wynge went out snipe shooting.
